I am enclosing my letter from Kleindionst, finally responding to my F of I 
requests in December, along with a draft reply. I hope the typing is decipherable.

It would really be comforting if I had, say, 
a reporter with a rentable paper or magazine interested, just in case my hunches 
are right and the FBI decided to lean on me. Such things . do hapten. At the 
very least I think I should send a copy of the appeal to the Post." Any ideas? 

I got the Times-Picayune ios for August 1963 on microfilm from the UCLA 
library, and have scanned it. I won't bore you with the details, but it is 
interesting to see what LHO was reading (as Newman did, but from a different 
perspective.) One item you should note: On August 14, the day after LHO's 
line was^ reported, there was a large (nearly full-column) on a couple of anti-Castro 
Cubans who were passing through on the way to Miami. They were Felix Sanchez 
and Francisco Gonzales, and they were interviewed "at 107 fiM fc aaa dM i Decatur 
with Carlos Bringuier ... serving as interpreter." I don't yet have a copy of this 
article that can be reproduced, unfortunately. I’m sure Oswald wasn’t pleased 
to see it.
